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Tragedy of Wallace; 
It's Poor Trade- 
Bullets for Ballots 
The democratic process was 


shaken to its very foundation 
Monday afternoon when a would- 
be assassin fired three shots into 
George Wallace, governor of 
Alabama and candidate for 
President. 


Doctors say Mr. Wallace will 


probably live, but they are un- 
certain as to his recovery from 
paralysis of the lower body. 


He was shot down while 


exercising free speech and 
running for public office, the 
traditional rights of every 
American. What kind of a man is 
an assassin who would make 
bullets a substitute for votes. 


To suggest that a remedy lies 


in stricter gun controls is beside 
the point. Under our Constitution 
all Americans have the right to 
bear 
arms. 
Advocating 


prohibition of guns would be as 
futile as abolishing drivers to 
hold down the number of high- 
way accidents. 


There is something wrong with 


a society that in recent years has 
undergone the shock of seeing a 
President 
and 
a 
Senator 


assassinated, and a candidate 
for President shot and critically 
wounded— but the question goes 
beyond guns. 


The remedy for assassins, like 


the remedy for highway ac- 
cidents, may be found in better 
educated citizens. How many of 
this generation of Americans 
really understand the nature and 
procedures of representative 
government? That there is a 
deficiency was proven long 
before this attempt on the life of 
George Wallace. It was proven 
when the Pulitzer prize was 
awarded the New York Times a 
decade ago for publishing a 
survey showing that many 
American public schools had quit 
teaching American history. .... 


I recall a case paralleling 


Wallace's that was told to me 
during a tour of Mexico in 1940. It 
was told by the woman tutor 
employed to instruct the son of 
Mexico's President, Lazaro 
Cardenas. She said that when the 
President was on a tour of 
remote villages an assassin took 
a shot at him. 


Guards brought the man 


before the President presuming 
he would promptly order an 
execution. But the President 
forgave him, then asked the 
man, "But why shoot at me? Was 
it just because I am the head of 
state?" 


The man said, "Yes." 
It's as simple as that— where 


the people don't know govern- 
ment and reach for a gun instead 
of a ballot.

The lectern is a three-sided, 


bulletproof,

Wallace used it in three cam- 


paigns the last eight years and 
spoke from behind it Monday at 
nearby Laurel—just before he 
mingled in the crowd and was 
shot. 


At his side and also wounded 


was Capt E. C. Dothard of the 
Alabama state police, a tacit- 
urn man who has described his 
feelings for the governor sim- 
ply: "I love that little man " 


At rallies across the country 


the past eight years, burly 
Capt. Dothard has fended off 
blows from picket signs and 
many tunes has stepped 
in 


front of Wallace amid barrages 
of rotten eggs, rocks and bot- 
tles, always without a word 


Mondav. Dothard. who suf- 


fered a flesh wound in his right 
side, wordlessly held up his 
forefinger and thumb in an 
okay sign when he was helped 
into the ambulance alongside 
the governor. 


Wallace returned the

and winked at Dothard, who 
was released from a hospital 
Monday night. 


Wallace was leaving the ral- 


ly, in a supermarket parking 
lot, when the man accused f 
shooting him called him bat*, 
according to Emmett W. Eaton, 
a campaign aide.

On Eve of 
Expected Win 
in Maryland

CIO, a Humphrey backer, pre- 
dicted. 


McGovern and Humphrey

campaigning, halted television 
and radio commericals and re- 
turned to Washington. 


A Wallace television appeal 


went on as scheduled in Mich- 
igan, however, and a Wallace 
campaign worker in the Detroit 
suburb of Uncoln Park said, 
"Nothing's changed. We're still 
campaigning, and we're still 
going to carry Michigan." 


Polls were scheduled to open

SILVER SPRING, Md. (AP) 


— George C. Wallace, shot 
down at an election-eve rally, 
lay gravely wounded and par- 
tially paralyzed today on what 
was to have been the brightest 
day of his presidential cam- 
paign. 


The Alabama governor was 


hit several times by a gunman 
who pushed a pistol through a 
shopping-center crowd at lau- 
rel, Md., Monday afternoon and 
fired point blank. A man Identi- 
fied by police as Arthur Her- 
man Bremer, 21, of Milwaukee, 
was wrestled to the ground by 
members of the crowd and ar- 
rested immediately. 


After five hours of surgery, 


police and hospital spokesmen 
said Wallace's life was no long- 
er in danger, but some paral- 
ysis was reported. One physi- 
cian said the outlook for full re- 
covery was not good. The gov- 
ernor's press secretary quoted 
doctors as saying the paralysis 
may be temporary, "but we 
will know more about this in 
the next 48 hours." He said 
Wallace will continue hi.s cam- 
paign. 


Meanwhile, voters in Mary- 


land and Michigan were ballot- 
Ing , today in primaries which 
Wallace had been favored to 
win in a double sweep that 
would have been the high point 
of his campaign for the Demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. 


"I feel very optimistic about 


him," Wallace's wife, Cornelia, 
said after the surgery in Holy 
Cross Hospital. "As you know, 
his nature, he didn't earn the 
title of the 
'Fighting Little 


Judge' for nothing, and I ex- 
pect him to continue in the 
same vein." 


Doctors said Wallace, 52, was 


hit by five bullets, two of which 
caused 
serious 
wounds.

spokesman said one was re- 
moved, but another near the 
spine and blamed for paralysis 
of the lower extremities 
was 


left in place for the time being. 


"I arn very happy and I feel 


very good that he is alive," 
Mrs. Wallace said, "that he has 
a sound heart and a sound 
brain and all his vital organs 
are solid I couldn't thank God 
more.''

WOODS HOLE, Mass. (AP) 


— Scientists digging into the 
Caribbean seabed as much as 
three miles beneath the ocean 
surface have found sediment 
they believe may have come 
from New England or Nova 
Scotia three million years ago.

Monday on studies done by its 
research vessel, "Knorr" as 
part of a study sponsored by 
the National Science Founda- 
tion to learn what happens to 
waste deposited in the oceans. 


The vessel returned from the 


Caribbean after a three month 
voyage with almost a ton of 
mud samples recovered from 
the Antilles Outer Ridge north 
of the Puerto Rican trench. 


Dr. Charles Hollister, chief 


scientist on the mission, specu- 
lated that rivers in New Eng- 
land or Nova Scotia carried the 
sediment to the seas during 
glacial times. 


He said ocean currents sub- 


sequently moved the sediment 
south.

A majority of the industrial- 


ists, meantime, voiced support 
for Nixon's Vietnam policy. But 
concern was expressed over its 
consequences for Soviet-Ameri- 
can relations and the domestic 
policy.

Rogers and Secretary of Com- 
merce Peter G. Peterson will 
address the council's closed 
weekend sessions attended by 
the heads of nearly 100 of the 
country's largest corportations. 


Most of those who talked pri- 


vately with reporters agreed 
that the escalation of hostilities 
could set back an otherwise 
promising economic recovery if 
Nixon has missed his calcu- 
lations. But they said these ef- 
fects were not yet visible in 
consumer buying or business 
investment.

Explosion 
Wntkt Bar 
In Belfast 


BELFAST ( A P ) — An ex- 


plosion wrecked a Protestant 
bar 
in Belfast late Monday 


night, injuring 17 persons and 
sending Protestant youths on a 
rampage. 


It was the second bar bomb- 


ed in three days. A Roman 
Catholic tavern was demolished 
Saturday, touching off a 36-hour 
Catholic-Protestant 
battle in 


which nine persons were killed 
and more than 70 wounded. 


A 50-pound bomb in a parked 


car shattered the Bluebell Tav- 
ern In Sandy Row, a Protestant 
district in East Belfast. Three 
girls, 7, 10, and 13 years old, 
were among the casualties. 


Protestant youths threw up 


barricades around the street, 
while others charged into a 
nearby business district, hurl- 
ing rocks at offices and smash- 
ing in widows with clubs. 


Police said "older and wiser 


heads" finally persuaded the 
youths to return home, and 
protestant residents removed 
the barricades.

ITHACA, N.Y. (AP) - A 


study into the breeding habits 
and early life patterns of eagles 
has resulted in what is believed 
the first hatching through arti- 
ficial insemination of the gold- 
en eagle species. 


James W. Grier, a Cornell 


University graduate student 
who headed the project, said 
that attempts to pair captive 
adult golden eagles through 
natural mating were unsuccess- 
ful, resulting in the decision to 
use the artificial insemination 
technique. 


This involved the injection of 


male semen into a female bird 
with a syringe. The female egg, 
thus fertilized, was removed 
and placed in an incubator at 
the university. 


The result: two golden eagle 


chicks who are now gathering 
strength before being released 
to the wilds. 


The first eagle cracked his 


shell May 11 and weighed in at 
3Vfe ounces. The second followed 
two days later, and five others 
are expected to see life at regu- 
lar intervals until the last day 
of this month.
